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The Year 2001 in Review - Part Two 


Stories from the Second Six Months 


The following is a summary of 
stories reported in the Greenbelt 
News Review relating to happen- 
ings in the second six months of 
2001. 

Rufus Millegan, Jr., 21, of 
Greenbelt and Cornell McClure, 
22, of Glenn Dale were arrested 
July 4 and charged in the fatal 
May 1 shooting of Tessa 
Osborne. On the previous 
evening, 250 friends and relatives 
of Osborne held a candlelight 
vigil in her honor. On July 9, 
preventative detention (no bail) 
was ordered by Judge William 
Connolly. 

Over the city’s objections, 
U.S. District Judge Frederic 
Smalkin dismissed the city’s law- 
suit against the U.S. Corps of 
Engineers, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) and the State 
of Maryland after USDA re- 
scinded its decision to reconstruct 
Sunnyside Avenue and 
Edmonston Road. While the city 
stopped the road construction, it 
was left with legal expenses of 
over $135,000. 

The Orioles of the American 
League of Greenbelt Baseball Cal 
Ripken League won the city 
championship by beating the Na- 
tional League Cardinals in two 
playoff games, concluding the fif- 
tieth anniversary season of 
Greenbelt baseball for young 
people.

Representatives of the Natu- 
rally Occurring Retirement Com- 
munity Supportive Service Center 
in New York presented a check 
to Greenbelt for $136,579 as a 
two-year grant to enable the city 
and Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
to jointly employ a Community 
Resource Advocate. 

The Prince George’s County 
Planning Board on July 26 ap- 
proved with conditions the pro- 
posed conceptual site plan for 
Greenbelt Station, but deferred 
approval of the Preliminary Plan 
of Subdivision. 

Efforts to re-erect the observa- 
tory obtained by the Astronomy 
Club with city assistance from 
Montgomery College were put 
on hold due to zoning complica- 
tions with the preferred site on 
city property at the end of 
Northway.

Residents of old Greenbelt 
were upset that Bank of America 
would close its branch at 
Roosevelt Center on November 
16 and undertook a petition drive 
to no avail. The Greenbelt swim 
team, the Barracudas, celebrated 
a winning season in which they 
won all but one meet and placed 
second in the Division Meet.

Redistricting Plans Leave 
Greenbelt Precincts As Is

The Governor’s Redistricting 
Advisory Committee has released 
preliminary recommendations for 
Maryland’s state legislative dis- 
trict boundary lines. The plan 
was scheduled to be submitted to 
the legislature by Governor Parris 
Glendening when the General 
Assembly opened its annual ses- 
sion January 9. According to this 
plan, Greenbelt’s four populated 
precincts remain in the 23rd Dis- 
trict. The General Assembly has 
45 days to enact a different plan. 
If they fail to act, the plan will 
immediately go into effect. 

Glendening appointed the five- 
member redistricting committee 
on May 31, 2001. Committee 
members include Maryland Sen- 
ate President Thomas V. Mike 
Miller, Jr., Maryland House 
Speaker Casper R. Taylor, Jr., 
Montgomery County Councilman 
Isaiah Leggett and Worcester 
County Commissioner Louise L. 
Gulyas. 3 

“Drafting these recommenda- 
tions for Maryland’s forty-seven 


state legislative districts was a 


difficult task,” said Secretary of

Late Flash 

A last minute change was 
made to the Redistricting Plan 
the Governor presented 
Wednesday to the Maryland | 
legislature. In the 23rd legis- | 
lative district (Greenbelt/ 
Bowie) a third of the area will

cluding the southern-most pre- | 
cincts. 

The three incumbents Mary 
Conroy, James Hubbard and 
Joan Pitkin would then be re- 
quired to compete for only 


two slots. The exact details | 
were not available at press | 
time.

Tardy and No-Show Buses 
Are Problems for Students

On November 9, the Greenbelt 
Advisory Committee on Educa- 
tion (ACE) held its annual meet- 
ing with PTA presidents and 
other members. Three schools 
were represented — Greenbelt El- 
ementary School, Magnolia El- 
ementary School, and Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School (ERHS). 
No one attended from the PTAs 
at Springhill Lake Elementary 
School, Greenbelt Middle School, 
Robert Goddard Middle School 
and St. Hugh’s School. The St. 
Hugh’s PTA had contacted ACE 
to report that the president was ill 
and would not be able to attend. 

ACE chair, Leta Mach, intro- 
duced the committee members 
present and described the ACE 
objectives. ACE is trying to have 
more city involvement in the 
schools that the majority of 
young Greenbelt residents attend. 
There is also an ACE committee 
liaison for each school. A major 
reason for this annual meeting is 
to allow PTA members from dif- 
ferent schools to learn and share 
ideas with each other. Allan 
Elliott, ERHS PTSA chair, 
thanked the ACE members for 
their assistance in helping the 
high school retain some of their 
temporary classrooms. 

Bus Problems 

Late buses were an issue dis- 
cussed by school principals in a 
recent meeting with Greenbelt 
City Council. Desiree Davis, the 


new PTA president from Magno- 
lia commented that buses con- 
tinue to arrive late to school. 
One issue appears to be the num- 
ber of schools served by one 
driver. Davis stated that, for her 
child, Magnolia is the fourth 
school the driver visits each 
morning. 

Elliott commented that late 
buses at ERHS are not quite the 
problem they were earlier in the 
year. He stated, though, that 
ERHS is also concerned about 
late-arriving afternoon buses as 
groups with “loyalties to commu- 
nities” can get into fights while 
waiting for their buses. Ann 
Moomau from Magnolia’s PTA 
indicated that the bus lot will 
send a bus if someone calls to 
report the bus didn’t come. 
However, they cannot tell you 
when the new bus will come, so 
most parents try to arrange a ride 
for their children. 3 

School Enrollment 

Rebecca Roper, Greenbelt El- 
ementary School’s PTA president, 
commented that their school has 
significantly fewer students than 
last year. Due to this drop, the 
school lost two teachers, but had - 
been slated to lose five. ERHS 
has fewer students this year also, 
said Elliott. The figure is under 
3,000 students for the first time 
in several years.

The map of preliminary rec- 
ommendations for Maryland’s 
legislative districts reflects a shift 
in two districts from Baltimore 
City and Baltimore County to 
Montgomery and Prince George's 
Counties. These changes will ac- 
commodate major population 
shifts in the state during the past 
decade. In this plan Prince 
George’s County would get a 
new district stretching from Lan- 
gley Park, south along the Mont- 
gomery County line to the Dis- 
trict and east to Cheverly, form- 
ing a C-shape. It would be 60 
percent African-American and 
would also have a large Latino 
population, according to the 
Washington Post. 

As to Prince George’s County 
redistricting, a plan has been fi- 
nalized and will be in place for 
the next election. Greenbelt’s 
populated precincts are un- 
changed, remaining in the 4th 
councilmanic district. 

Congressional redistricting is 
still in process.

Help Oppose CB-40 
Just before Thanksgiving the 
County Council passed CB-40, a 
bill that significantly relaxes re- 
strictions on building develop- 
ments that will increase over- 
crowding in local schools. The 
Council of Prince George’s 
County PTA’s and Greenbelt City 
Council are on record as being 
adamantly opposed to this bill. 
Briefly: major objections to 
the bill include the removal of 
the four year waiting period for 
developments that will push a 
school’s capacity over 130%; the 
exemption of over 55% of the 
county elementary schools from 
any requirement (this includes 
Springhill Lake Elementary, 
which is expected to be at 164% 
of capacity after Metroland is 
built); the clustering of schools 
over a wide geographic area to 
“average out” the impact on en- 
rollment; developers’ fees going 
into a general fund that could be 
used anywhere in the county, not 
necessarily to assist the schools 
that are being impaeted; the re- 
moval of any public or Board of 
Education participation in the ad- 
equate public facilities (APF) pro- 
cess. For more information about 
this bill log on to 
www.geocities.com/ 
cb40referendum. .

More than 3,200 Greenbelt 
students headed back to public 
schools on August 27. Four days 
later the city’s 47th annual Labor 
Day Festival opened. At opening 
ceremonies, Konrad Herling was 
named 2001 Outstanding Citizen 
for his contributions to the cul- 
tural life of the community. 

September 

Perfect weather, the efforts of 
Festival Chair Patti Brothers and 
all involved resulted in a great 
Labor Day Festival. The original 
Greenbelt silk flag was flown at 
the museum during the festival. 
Kateri Hull was named Miss 
Greenbelt, Marie Crenwelge, Jun- 
ior Miss Greenbelt, and Jenny 
Lindvall, Little Miss Greenbelt in 
the annual festival pageant. 

SAT scores for seniors. at 
ERHS were the highest of any 
high school in the county exceed- 
ing both the State and National 
averages. The managers of 
Springhill Lake were commended 
by the city council on September 
5 for their efforts to upgrade the 
apartment project, having ex- 
pended $5.8 million on the 
project during the year through 
August. 

Three masked men robbed the 
Greenbelt Federal Credit Union 
‘ on September 6. No one was 
hurt and no arrests have yet been 
made. Residents came before 
city council at its September 10 
meeting to express their concerns 
about safety in Roosevelt Center. 
Later in the month, Police Chief 
James Craze held an impromptu 
discussion with over 50 persons 
in Roosevelt Center mall to share 
perceptions and attitudes about 
the conduct of Greenbelt youth. 

Council placed on the ballot 
for the November election a ref- 
erendum question to seek ap- 
proval for a $3.5 million bond is- 
sue for a variety of capital 
projects. All incumbents and two 
challengers, Kelby Brick and 
Sylvia Lewis, sought election to 
the five council seats. 

On September 10, by a six to 
two vote, the Prince George’s 
County Council approved both 
the conceptual site plan and the 
preliminary plan of subdivision 
for Greenbelt Station after hear- 
ing appeals by five parties includ- 
ing the city over the previous ap- 
proval by the county planning 
board of the conceptual plan. 

_ September 11 

Greenbelters shared feelings of 
shock and sadness with the rest 
of the country on September 11 
as terrorist attacks destroyed the 
World Trade Center in New York 
City and damaged the Pentagon 
in Arlington. Greenbelt’s Volun- 
teer Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad assisted the D.C. depart- 
ment, and then was assigned to 
the Pentagon to help in fighting 
the fire caused when a jetliner 
crashed into the building. At the 
Arlington County Courthouse, 
Greenbelter James P. McMichael, 
an Arlington Deputy Sheriff, 
heard the plane crash into the 
Pentagon and responded immedi- 
ately to the scene to provide as- 
sistance. Greenbelt police ex- 
tended their shifts to beef up pa- 
trols following the attack and the 
department’s armored vehicle and 
operators performed perimeter se- 
curity of the Pentagon. 

As a result of the emergency, 
schools closed early and the 
Greenbelt Courthouse and 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
were closed. That evening 
Greenbelt Community Church 
opened its doors to those who 
wished to pray. The next 


evening as many as 200 people 
filled Mishkan Torah Synagogue 
for a service; others attended 
prayer service at Greenbelt Bap- 
tist Church. 

On Friday, 82 people donated 
blood to the American Red Cross 
and another 50 were turned away 
at a scheduled Greenbelt blood 
drive. Church doors were again 
opened on Friday for midday 
gatherings on this designated day 
of national mourning. That 
evening, ERHS students gathered 
for a vigil and service attended 
by School Superintendent Dr. Iris 
Metts. Green Ridge House resi- 
dents also held a candlelight vigil 
and: moment of silence. 

On Saturday, the “America’s 
Most Wanted” television program 
included a brief segment of 
ERHS students interviewed the 
previous day. A crowd of 300- 
500 gathered on September 16 at 
Buddy Attick Park for an inter- 
faith service of prayer and song. 
When it became known who the 
terrorists were, Nancy English, 
nurse practitioner with the 
Greenbelt Family Practice, recog- 
nized Mohammed Atta as a per- 
son she had once treated. 

Tornado 

Greenbelt experienced a near 
miss on September 24 when a 
devastating tornado went through 
the University of Maryland cam- 
pus and the west side of US 1 
through College Park, Beltsville 
and Laurel. Power was out over- 
night in the western sections of 
Greenbelt. Greenbelt Public 
Works lent the City of College 
Park a five-person crew, chain 
saws and its brush chipper to 
help with clean-up. 

The News Review announced 
it was once again in crisis as its 
costs of production sharply in- 
creased and its need for volun- 
teers became ever greater. The 
paper also announced the resigna- 
tion of one of its long time main- 
stays, Business Manager Mary 
Halford. 

October 
News Review staffer Virginia 


_Beachamp reviewed "Greenbelt, 


Maryland: A Living Legacy of 
the New Deal" by Dr. Cathy 
Knepper and declared that 
Greenbelt residents will find 
much to like in the book. 
Knepper held her _ second 
Greenbelt book signing on Octo- 
ber 6 at the Greenbelt Library. 

On October 8, city council op- 
posed a county bill to permit 
Capitol Cadillac to use a piece of 
adjacent state property for expan- 
sion without rezoning. At the 
same meeting, a new classifica- 
tion and pay system was adopted, 
for city employees. 

Greenbelt celebrated October 
as Peace Month in accordance 
with a city council resolution. A 
Peace Brochure was published by 
the city and the city and ERHS 
jointly sponsored a program on 
the anniversary of Eleanor 
Roosevelt’s birth. St. Hugh’s stu- 
dents held a peace march on Oc- 
tober 11. A forum on the Middle 
East and Terrorism in America 
was held at the New Deal Café 
on October 21. 

~Sector Plan 

The Prince George’s County 
Council approved the Greenbelt 
Sector Plan and sectional Map 
Amendment after making three 
amendments opposed by the city 
on October 16. The plan, which 
gives special attention to develop- 
ment in the vicinity of the 
Greenbelt Metro Station, was 
nearly ten years in the making 
and was not adopted until after 


the council had adopted a con- 
ceptual site plan for most of the 
undeveloped area. adjacent to the 
Greenbelt Metro Station. 

The U.S. Congress included 
$1 million in the Department of 
Interior’s appropriation bill for 
the purchase of the Jaeger tract 
subject to matching local funds. 

The News Review annual 
meeting dealt with the paper’s fi- 
nancial and volunteer help prob- 
lems, and the election of officers 
including three new members of 
the board, Barbara Hopkins, Judy 
Bell and Mary Moien. 

The world premiere of Be- 
longings, a play by Daniel 
Fenton, was held October 26 at 
the Greenbelt Arts Center with 
the playwright present for a post 
play talkback. Daniel, Misha and 
Christopher Grunberg and Aamna 
Ahmad raised $284.78 for help- 
ing Afghani children by selling 
lemonade on Lastner Lane. Nine 
quilts were given to Greenbelt: 
firefighters who had fought the 
fire at the Pentagon after the Sep- 
tember 11 terrorist attack from 
among hundreds made for the 
Little Flag Quilt Project by 
quilters throughout the country 
for donation to victims, police 
and firefighters and others af- 
fected by the terrorist’s attack 

Greenbelt Theatre 

As one of its last acts before 
election, city council authorized 
the incoming mayor to execute a 
Memorandum of Understanding 
with George Christacos, owner of 
two original buildings at 
Roosevelt Center for the purchase 
of the Greenbelt Theatre movie 
house for an estimated total cost 
of $389,226. 

Halloween was celebrated by 
Greenbelt children with a Hallow- 
een Cakewalk at the Community 
Center and free trick or treating 
at Greenway Center on October 
27, a costume contest and parade 
at the Youth Center on October 
30, trick or treating on Hallow- 
een, and an invitation to all to 
visit the yard of a home on Mat- 
thew Street where all kinds of 
strange happenings were occur- 
ring. Students at Magnolia E]l- 
ementary School celebrated with 
a patriotic theme instead of tradi- 
tional events, forming an outline 
of the United States on the 
school athletic field and display- 
ing a banner reading “United We 
Stand.” 

November 

The city election held on No- 
vember 6 featured the use of new 
style voting machines. Voters 
and officials were well satisfied 
with the way the new machines 
worked; they involved using a 
special pen to mark a ballot ap- 


pearing on a computer screen in- . 


stead of pulling levers on a me- 
chanical machine. The five coun- 
cil incumbents were reelected and 
the proposed city bond issue 
passed by over a 4-1 margin. 
The new council once again 


elected top-vote-getter Judith - 


Davis mayor at its organizational 
meeting and elected Rodney Rob- 
erts mayor pro tem. 

Holy Cross Lutheran Church 
hosted a 40th anniversary concert 
by the Prince George’s Choral 
Society joined by the Maryland 
Chamber Orchestra. The Pete 
Labukas Flag Football Tootsie 
Roll Bowl involved the participa- 
tion of 60 young people who 
raised money to _ support 
firefighters who were affected by 
the events of September 11 and 
the recent tornado. 

At a November 14 work ses- 
sion city council heard a presen- 


tation from Capito] Cadillac to 
lease adjacent state property for 
expansion of its dealership while 
councilmembers expressed prefer- 
ence for the land remaining as 
green space. City staff and the 
Governor’s Office of Business 
Administration announced that 
they were working to find an- 
other bank to replace Bank of 
America, which closed its 
Roosevelt Center branch facility 
November 16. Participants 
vented their feelings about the 
gathering of young people in the 
mall at Roosevelt Center at a sec- 
ond forum conducted by Chief 
James Craze and attended by 75 
persons. 
Stabbing Arrest 

A Greenbelt teen was stabbed 
near Roosevelt Center on Novem- 
ber 17. Two days later, Green- 
belt police observed the suspect 
believed to have committed the 
crime at a Greenbelt Road ser- 
vice station. The suspect stole a 
vehicle and drove off. Police 
pursued the stolen vehicle onto 
Braden Field where girls from St. 
Hugh’s school were playing soc- 
cer. As the students fled, the po- 
lice boxed in the car and cap- 
tured the suspect, but not before 
the suspect had inflicted damage 
to five police and four non-police 
vehicles. The suspect, David 
Michael Fetrow, was arrested and 
charged with attempted first de- 
gree murder and numerous other 
crimes. 

The News Review began its 
65th year of publication by initi- 
ating a fund drive to help pay for 
the. increased costs of producing 
the weekly newspaper. 

December 

ERHS Raiders football team 
played archrival Bowie for the 
state championship, but lost. 

_ For the second time this year, 
the Greenbelt Federal Credit 
Union was held up on December 
3, this time by a single man. 
The National Capitol Area Chap- 
ter of the American Planning As- 
sociation gave out an “Excellent” 
award to the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com- 
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mission for the Greenbelt Area 
Sector Plan on December 6. 

Greenbelt’s 30th annual Festi- 
val of Lights began on December 
7 with the lighting of the city 
tree, and the arrival of Santa 
Claus on a fire truck, followed by 
a two-day crafts sale, a pancake 
breakfast and holiday concerts. 
On December 15, Santa’s Sleigh 
had to be towed to the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center because 
of lack of snow as Santa visited 
with children of that area. 

Complaints from _ city 
councilmembers and residents at 
a meeting with representatives of 
the State Highway Administration 
earned a sympathetic response but 
an indication that there were no 
funds available to install sound 
barriers along the Beltway in 
Greenbelt at this time. On De- 
cember 9, a Greenbelt man was 
injured after being beaten and 
robbed by a group of people af- 
ter he had asked the driver of a 
vehicle to turn down his car ra- 
dio. On December 17, the city 
council approved: a plan to ex- 
pand the Greenbelt Dog Park. 
Five courses of actions were also 
approved to alleviate problems in 
the Roosevelt Center. They in- 
clude a public information cam- 
paign, posting a code of conduct, 
increased code enforcement, new 
lights and moving some benches. 
The removal of holiday decora- 
tions between the Step Club and 
an adjacent barber shop on De- 
cember 19 led to a flurry of ru- 
mors which were quelled when it 
was learned that the dispute was 
over the location of a dumpster 
and not the decorations. On De- 
cember 21, Greenbelter Bob 
Sonneveldt carried the Olympic 
Torch for two-tenths of a mile 
along 15th Street in Washington. 

Greenbelters gathered at the 
Community Center to celebrate 
the advent of 2002 on December 
31 following fireworks, concerts, 
creative activities and an evening 
of fun and friendship.

Emergency Preparedness 

Davis commented that the 
schools do not seem prepared for 
emergencies. Magnolia has only 
four walkie-talkies for more than 
700 students. There is no emer- 
gency supply of water or blankets 
if children should need to stay at 
the school. The Greenbelt EI- 
ementary PTA has just spent 
$2,500 on walkie-talkies for their 
school. Roper indicated that the 
Greenbelt Police monitors them. 

Vandalism 

Roper indicated that vandalism 
at Greenbelt Elementary is on the 
rise. It is being vandalized on 
weekends with graffiti on the 
walls and with drinking occurring 
on the grounds. She felt that the 
problem had increased since the 
city has been monitoring activi- 
ties at the Roosevelt Center. 
Mach suggested that the school 
contact the courts surrounding the 
school and ask people to inform 
police of illegal activities. 

Childcare 

The Greenbelt Elementary 
School PTA is interested in be- 
fore- and after-school childcare at 
the school. Although the school 


had a pilot program a few years 
ago, no care is available there 
now. Davis indicated that Mag- 
nolia does have county-provided 
care, with parents paying a share. 
She stated that there are prob- 
lems, though, as the center often 
does not open at 7 as required 
and parents cannot drop their 
children off when no one is 
present. The childcare program 
is completely independent of the 
school even though it is held in 
the school. 

Currently before- and after- 
school childcare is offered at the 
Youth Center but there is no 
space. Greenbelt Elementary has 
space since they have fewer stu- 
dents. Mach wondered if the 
Youth Center could use space in 
the school. 

Perennial issues 

Some topics are always on the 
agenda — parent participation and 
fundraisers among them. More 
seasoned PTA members shared 
some suggestions with the new 
members, but parent participation 
remains an elusive goal for many 
school PTAs.
